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BOSTON (AP) — Dr. Bcnja 
min Spock, seeking dismissal of

Either through co-ordinators’ 
visits to their homes or through 
mailings (presently said not to 
be planned), most such voters 
will get their little lesson in par­ 
ty literacy . That ballot will get 
about. 
There is no way right now to 
gauge how effective this super­ 
organized write-in campaign will 
finally be against the in-person 
efforts of dovish Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy of Minnesota. 
Organization Democrats pub­ 
licly say they will be happy if 
Johnson matches the 29,000 mus­ 
tered for him in a write-in four 
y ears ago. That is obvious New 
Hampshire snow, since the 1964 
total was achieved with only a 
modest outlay of organizational 
energies. , 
A fair guess is that the regu­ 
lars would like to approach or 
surpass the 45.500 votes rung up 
by the late President Kennedy 
here in 1960. That was the high­ 
est Democratic presidential pri­ 
mary vote in the state’s history . 
No question, Johnson would like 
to beat it. 
As for McCarthy , observers 
here believe that if he surpasses 
20,000 
the 
word 
“protest 
against the President and his 
policies should be written large. 


9,200 against Kennedy . 
McCarthy ’s decision to add 
campaigning time in the state, 
which now’ will put him here on 
14 of the last 18 day s, suggests 
on the surface a growing confi­ 
dence in his camp. But there is 
no known poll or other firm in­ 
dication to support that.

McCarthy 
aides disclose that the rising 
confidence results from seeing 
him with friendly or sometimes 
just interested crowds, especi­ 
ally on school campuses; largely

reverses which hurt 
and belief that 
the regulars'

In the latter case, of course, 
the regulars’ continuing drive to 
get New Hampshire^ Democrats 
to sign numbered pledge cards, 
with a detachable segment for 
mailing to the President, is con­ 
sidered potentially most damag­ 
ing.
